To the Presa o f the Unitnd State*. 
Gentlemen : 
The men who sacri­ 
ficed themselves to put do wn the re­ 
bellio n w hich intended the destructio n 
o f the Natio n respectfully ask that 
yo u give them “ a day in co urt.” 
They beg that yo u will give so me time 
to the serio us co nsideratio n o f the 
pensio n questio n, in o rder that yo u 
may understand a matter which is 
very imperfectly understo o d by a great 
pro po rtio n o f tho se who attempt to 
write alsmt it. 
The present is a pro ­ 
pitio us time fo r such a study. There 
is no o ther great questio n no w befo re 
yo u fo r co nsideratio n. It will lie so me 
mo nths befo re any jio lilicul campaigns 
o pen, so that yo u no w have the opi>or* 
tunity to make the study w itho ut dis­ 
tractio n by any pressing questio ns 
o utside o f it. 
It is o f the utmo st impo rtance to 
them that yo u make the study, and be 
trees, j in po sitio n to s|H*ak intelligently upo n 
it, when Co ngress shall take the ques­ 
tio n up, as it will certainly do sho rtly 
after its o rganizatio n next December. 
They are all gro wing o ld. Every year 
the grim o ld reaja r Death cuts a co n­ 
stantly widening swath thro ugh their 
thinning ranks.

They ask o f yo u that yo u give the 
pensio n system the same ¡atient in­ 
vestigatio n and analysis that yo u give 
the taritT system, o r the natio nal 
finances. 
In tho se yo u are no t fright 
ened by an aggregate o f millio ns.be 
cause, w ith a Natio n so great as o urs 
all figures have a tendency to run into 
millio ns, which, ho wever, represent 
hut small sums fo r each individual. 


Iieing placed o n the pensio u ro ll at 
o nce, and at a co mfo rtable allo wance. 
Ho w sadly o therwise are the facts. 
The rejHirt o f the Co mmissio ner o f 
Pensio ns fo r 1888 sho ws that the 
35.089 invalid pensio ners who were 
put o n the ro ll that year had been 
struggling to get there fo r fro m o ne 
to twenty-six years—mo re than half 
having been under examinatio n fo r 
five years o r lo nger. 
Then as to the munificence o f the 
pro visio n which the veterans secure 
after their years o f struggle to get o n 
the ro lls. 
One wo uld naturally say 
that no thing less than a co mfo rtable 
suppo rt was deserved by every man 
sho wn to have been disabled by par­ 
ticipatio n in tho se years o f fighting, 
where it was a co mmo n happening fo r 
o ne man in every fo ur o r five to lie 
killed, and mo st o f the remainder 
mo re o r less severely wo unded. 
Who 
do ubts, fo r example, that it was the 
duty o f the British Go vernment to 
secure fro m want fo r th e n s to fh is 
life every man in the Light Brigade 
who went thro ugh the fight, where 
o ne in six o f the number Vas killed * , 
But when we study the repo rt o f the ' 
Co mmissio ner o f Pensio ns we find 
that the vast number* o f 32.000 pen­ 
sio ners, o r o ne-tenlh o f the entire 
numlier, get but 82 a mo nth o r less; 
103.556, o r nearly o ne-third the entire 
numlier, get 84 a mo nth 
13}{ cents a 
day—o r less; 152.237. o r nearly o ne- 
half the entire numl>er, get but So 
a mo nth— 2 0 cents a day o r less; and 
216.643, o r o ver two -thirds o f the en­ 
tire number, get but 88 a mo nth— 26?j 
cents a day, o r less. 
Such facts as these need no co m­ 
ment. 
W’e feel that merely bringing 
them to yo ur attentio n will be ss.ffi- i 
cient to enlist yo u amo ng the warm i 
advo cates o f the speedy ado ptio n o f a 
much mo re liberal and just po licy 
to ward the natio n's savio rs.

Washington J ottings. 
Prominent South D akota Rep ublicans sug­ 
gest th at the federal p atronage in the new 
state be under the control of a commission 
selected from themselves, and the p resident 
takes kindly to the idea. 
The sending of the English flagship Swift- 
sure and the Amp hion to Sitka, with orders 
to cruise in the Behring sea, ha* caused quite 
a stir m official circles a t W ashington. 
The treasury dep artm ent has time and aguin 
called the attention of the government to 
the fact th at ship s filing the English flag are 
engaged in illicit sealing in Behring sea. Ill 
most cases these vessels are well armed, and 
onr revenue cutters, which tarry only ho­ 
witzers. are no match for them. The state 
dep artm ent has decided th a t Behring sea is 
a closed sea. and intends to assert dominion 
over the whole Pacific within the limit de­ 
fined by our treaty with Russia. 
Dr. Bland and the Indian Defense associa­ 
tion have begun a crusude against the ac­ 
cep tance by the Sioux of the agreement for 
the cession of their lands. 
Two months ago 
a committee of the association addressed a 
letter to Secretary Noble asking him to con­ 
strue the seventeenth section of the Sioux 
bill, and decide whether the costs of schools 
for twenty years nnd of the cattle and agri­ 
cultural imp lements therein p rovided for was 
to be deducted from the p roceeds of the sale 
of the lands. No answer was made to this, 
and some days ago the committee called on 
the secretary and p rop ounded 
the same 
question*. 
He declined to construe the law 
off-hand, nut agreed to listeu to the argu­ 
ment of the committee. This was made at 
some length, and ended with the imp lied 
threat th at unless the law was eonstruse as 
the association wished it would p revent the 
Indians from signing the agreement.

The Iferrsted XoTelUt. 
Charles Reade, the late eminent 
Eng lish novelist, was born in 1811, 
at Ipsden House, Oxfordshire En­ 
g land. His father was an eminent 
scholar, and his m other a lady of un­ 
usual intellectual streng th. 
He was 
educated a t Mag dalen Colleg e, Ox­ 
ford. After g raduation he read law, 
g aijied a Vinerian fellowship a t the 
University of Oxford,* in 1812, and 
was called to the bar the year alter. 
He never practiced law, b ut adopted 
a literary life, occupying its earlier 
years in w riting for newspapers and 
mag azines. 
His first 
novel 
was 
“ Peg W offing ton,” published in 1853. 
“Christie 
Johnstone,” issued the 
same year, was well received. 
“ It is 
Never Too L ate to Mend,” produced 
in 1856, dealt severely with certain 
abuses of prison discipline, and creat­ 
ed g reat excitement. Henceforward 
every work from Mr. Reade'spen was 
welcomed eag erly. The list of his 
works includes, in addition to those 
already mentioned, “The Course of 
True Love.” “Jack of All Trades,” 
“ Love Me Little, Love Me Long ,” 
“ White Lies,” “ The Cloister

circles a t W ashington. 
The t M asury departm ent has tim e and aguin 
called the a tten tio n of the governm ent to 
the fact th a t ships flying th e English flag are 
engaged in illicit sealing in Behring sea. 
In 
m ost cases these vessels are well arm ed, and 
our revenue cutters, which carry only ho­ 
witzers. are no m atch for them . 
The sta te 
departm ent has decided th a t Behring sea is 
a closed sea, and intends to assert dom inion 
over the whole P antie within the lim it de­ 
fined by ou r tre a ty with Russia.

Young Spurgeon arrived tw o weeks 
ago from A ustralia in com pany with Jam es 
Duckworth and wife of Castle Hall, Rocka- 
dale, England. Duckworth is a m illionaire 
mill owner, and took the trip to A ustralia 
with hi# young wife, who i# a beautiful Eng­ 
lish girl th irty years younger t h aq her hus­ 
band. Spurgeon’ met D inkw orth in Aus­ 
tralia and I brough the friendship of Duck­ 
w orth for the London preal her they became 
intim ate. 
On the voyage, which lasted a 
m onth. Spurgeon paid so much atten tio n to 
young Mrs. Duckworth as to excitegossip on 
the ship.

T he DereM ed N ovelist.

English novelist, was born in 1814, 
at Ipsden House, Oxfordshire En­ 
gland. His father was an eminent 
scholar, and his m otlier a lady of un­ 
usual intellectual strength. 
He was 
educated a t Magdalen College, Ox­ 
ford. After graduation he read law, 
gaijied a Vinerian fellowship a t the 
University of Oxford,-in 1842, and 
was called to the bar the year atter. 
He never practiced law, b u t adopted 
a literary life, occupying its earlier 
years in w riting for newspapers and 
magazines.

He is Committed to Jail on a Charge 
of Bastardy Preferred by His 
Step-Daughter. 
A most disgusting aud unnatural 
story concerning the criminal intimacy 
of a father with his step-daughter 
comes to us this week from the Town 
of Garrison, on Mille Lacs lake. If 
tile details of the story as related by 
the men who brought the prisoner in­ 
to town, are true, it is surprising that 
the respectable people of that little 
berg did not rise in their indignation 
and administer justice in a summary 
manner. 
The facts in the case as 
near as we can learn are about as fol­ 
lows: On Tuesday noon Constable 
L. M. Din widdle and W. E. Warren 
arrived in this city with a man by the 
name of Mark Cearce, who had at a 
preliminary examination held before 
the town justice, been bound over to 
the district court in the sum of $700, 
charged with bastardy. The charges 
were preferred by his step-daughter, 
Maria Walters, a young woman about 
20 yearn of age, whohas two children, 
aged two and five respectively. She 
claims that Cearce is the father of 
these two children, and also claims 
farther that her criminal relations 
with Cearce were brought about by 
physical force and threats of violence* 
That she resisted him but was com­ 
pelled to yield by force, and that she 
has made no complaint heretofore, 
because he has threatened to kill her 
if she did so. 
This statement Miss 
Walters made lunier oath, and it was 
considered sufficient to bind him over 
and place him iii jail to await trial. 
From Mr. Warren, the justice be­ 
fore whom Cearce was brought, we 
learn that Cearce came to that town 
about five years ago and squatted on 
a piece of government land, and has 
managed to ck** out a scanty existence 
since then by hunting, fishing aud 
occasionally doing a day’s work for a 
neighbor. 
He built a small hut in 
which he lived with his wife and step 
daughter, and two children of his 
own, aged 15 and 16 respectively. He 
has compelled his family to live very 
exclusively, not allowingtheinto visit 
the neighbors to any extent. 
Not­ 
withstanding, his step-daughter l>e- 
canie acquainted with a neighbor, who 
desired to make her his wife. As Bif­ 
old man did not desire her to leave 
his house he objected, and on his wife 
remonstrating w ith him he turned her 
out 
of 
doors. 
She 
then 
made 
complaint against him, and In* was 
arrested and arraigned before the 
justice, which brought out the daugh­ 
ter's statement, given above. One of 
his own children is a young woman 15 
years of age, who was married last 
week.
